Are the Packers Profiteers?

The Federal Trade Commission in its recent report on war 
profits, stated that the five large meat packers have been 
profiteering and that they have a monopoly of the market. 

These conclusions, if fair and just, are matters of serious 
concern not only to tiiose engaged in the meat packing 
business but to even

The figures given oa profity are misleading and the state- 
ment that the packers have a monopoly is unsupported by 
the facts. 

The packers mentioned in the report stand ready to prove 
their profits reasonable and necessary. 



The meat business it one of the largest American indus- 
tries. Any citizen who would familiarize himself with its 
details must be' prepared for larje totals. 

The report states that the aggregate profits of four large 
packers were $140,000,000 for the three war years. 

This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the average 
annual profit for the three years before the war, making it 
appear that the war profit was $131,000,000 greater than 
the pre-war profit. 

This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit— a 
manifestly unfair method of comparison. It is not only 
misleading, but the Federal Trade Commission apparently 
has mado a mistake in the figures themselves. 



The aggregate three-year profits of $140,000,000 was 
earned on sales of over four and a half billion dollars. It 
means about three cents on each dollar of sales — or a mere 
fraction of a cent per pound of product. 

Packers' profits are a negligible factor in prices of lire 
stock and meats. No other large business is conducted 
upon such small margins of profit. 



Furthermore — and this i, very important— only a small 
portion of this profit has been paid in dividends. The 
balance lias been put back into tho businesses. It had to 
be, as you realize when you consider the problems the 
packers hnvo had to solve— and solvo quickly — during these 
war years. 

To conduct this business in war times, with higher costs 
and tho necessity of paying two or three times the former 
prices for live stock, li as required the use of two or three 
timos tho ordinary amount of working cdpiial. Tho addi- 



tional profit makes only a fair return on this, and as has 
been stated, the larger portion of the profits earned has 
been used to finance huge stocks of goods and to provide 
additions and improvements made necessary by the enor* 
mous demands of our army and navy and the allies.

All the member, of a family and other 
persons living In a house Infected with 
» contagious disease mUBt eoa.lder them- 
selves la nuarantlae, aad they shall 
avoid eaterlcg saores. shops, ebu robes 
and other pohllc hulldlags, and .hall 
also ovoid loitering on the public streets, 
aad when for the purposes hereafter men- 
tioned they may be upon the streets, .hall 
studiously avoid as far as posslhle, meet- 
ing or conversing with other people. This 
rule doe. not forbid any member of the 
family who Is supposed to he well from 
going for food, medlclae. or other necc- 
Sarle* for the Infected family. The attend- 
ing phy.lclan may al.o allow any member 
of the famllv to go from home for the 
purpose of attending to his or her buslae.s, 
provided that. In hi. judgment, such ac- 
tion docs not Jeopardize the public health. 

Aay pupil attendlag the public school, 
of Hull, who ha. had or BEEN EXPOSED 
to smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or 
measles shall not return to .cbool until 
In case, of hmollpox 12 days; In scarlet 
fever 7 days; In diphtheria 6 days; and la 
measles 10 day., have elapsed slace the 
RECOVERY from or EXPOSURE to these 
disease? .
